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DETAILED ACTION 


Drawings 

The drawings were received on 10 December 2004. These drawings are 
accepted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the Invention was known or used by others In this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication In this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-3. 5, 6 and 9-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Hossain et al. (6,371,911). 

Hossain et al. disclose a retractor comprising a rack 14, a continuously curved 
first arm 10, and a continuously curved second arm 12 (see Fig. 1). The second arm 
includes a slidable housing having an adjustment mechanism 16. A retractor clamp 
48,50,52,54 is selectively positionable along the curved segment at one of a plurality of 
locations (see Figs. 1-4). For example, a clamp can be moved to one of the vacant 
pylons (e.g. 32 or 34) shown in Figure 1 . Alternatively, a clamp could be assembled 
within any of the pylons along the curved arms. The arms comprise a continuosly 
curved segment along their entire length and appear to have a constant rate of 
curvature. The arms and rack all lie within the same curved plane. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hossain 
et al. (6,371 ,91 1 ; previously cited) in view of Farley (4,989,587). 

Hossain et al. disclose the claimed invention except for providing both arms with 
a slidable housing and an adjustment mechanism. Farley discloses a retractor 19, 
wherein both arms 31 and 33 are provided with a slidable housing with an adjustment 
mechanism in order to facilitate independent movement and placement of the arms and 
allow a safer and more effective procedure (see Fig. 2; col. 1 , lines 14-18; col; 4, lines 
59-66; and col. 5, lines 16-19 and 33-34). It would have been obvious to one having 
ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to provide the retractor of 
Hossain et al. with both arms having a slidable housing and an adjustment mechanism, 
in view of Farley, in order to facilitate independent movement and placement of the 
arms and allow a safer and more effective procedure. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 10 December 2004, have been fully considered but 
are moot in view of the new grounds of rejection set forth above. 

Conclusion 

Applicant's amendment, adding "a retractor clamp selectively positionable along 
the curved segment at one of a plurality of locations," necessitated the new ground(s) of 
rejection presented in this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL.
